Ing- for the purpose of listening: to our 
candidates for office. 
I'm glad to see 


such a large ana respectable audience 
assembled here. It shows the city is 
awakenins: to the true, condition oC ex- 
isting affairs. Oakland has been asleep 
for the past two years, while over on 
the other side of the Sierras they have 
been having booming Uimes.. In Cali- 
fornia tim3s have been the worst and 
slowest ever seen. 
"We propose this 


state of things shall exist no longer, 
and as long- as we pay out such high 
taxes we intend to have some say as 
to the expenditure of the money." 


In slowing terms the chairman then 


introduced Jnh-n L. Davi-e as the next 
Mayor of. Oakland. 


DAVIE 3LAPS_AT PARDEE. 


The announcement of Davie's name 


•was greeted with cheers and prolonged 
applause. 
"When quiet resumed, Mr. 


Davle spoke as follows: 


"Mr. Chairman, fellow citizens, la- 


dies and gentleman. I appear before 
you this evening to say a few words 
regarding my candidacy for Mayor of 
your city. Those of you who read the 
daily 
papers, 
wlE be surprised per- 


haps 
-when I tell you that nearly all 


that has been said by one of our even- 
ing papers Is absolutely false. 


"WJien -I -entered this campaign It 


•was 
with 
a distinct understanding 


with 
my opponent the Hon. R. W. 


Enow—<a distinct understanding, I say. 
that this contest was to be conducted 
on 
decent, gentlemanly lines. If the 


gentlemen 
sitting before me taking, 


notes, can say I ever uttered one word, 
of 
a personal or ungentlemanly na- • 


ture 
regarding him, I am ready to 
apologize. T have never mentioned my 
opponent, but in a gentlemanly man- 
ner. 


"I 
have • been called all kinds of 
names, from a barking dog to a jack- 
ass. Now I must certainly do my own 
talking. With the unanimous 
press 


against me, with the exception of the 
Tribune, 
which 
publishes reports of 


our meetings, there is no paper to take 
my part. There are eleven opposing 
candidates for Councllm-en, eleven can- 
didates for School Directors, Library 
Trustees, City Attorney, Civil Engin- 
eer arid others, all hammering away 
«.t me every evening, and all they say 
is published, while not one word I say 
is printed. This is not right, manly 
or fair. 


"I Have occupied the attention of the 


'entire.press for the past four weeks, 
but their slanderous attacks are like 
water on a duck's back. 
I cars not 


what they say. My record for four 
years Is before you, and I leave it to 
you whether you will cast your ballot 
for me for 'Mayor on March 13th, or lor 
eome one else. 


FOUGHT THE RAILROAD. 


"I have been In your midst for the 


past fifteen years. I have conducted 
my business here in an upright man- 
ner and I have done considerable bus- 
iness. 
I brought considerable money 


to Oakland—more than I ever expect to 
take out. 


"Several years ago, as you all re- 


member, I locked horns with thfj South- 
ern Pa'c'in'c Company. It was a bitter 
contest from 
a physical, as well as 


financial point of view, but I remained 
true to the interests of the people. Dur- 
ing the excitement dally there appeared 
statements in the press saying that I 
would go the same road as others had 
and eventually sell out to tho Southern 
Pacific Company. I am proud to say 
such statements were 
untruthful.. I 


have staid true to the people and every 
one in the city has 
benefited by it. 


Freight fares have been reduced, tnxes 
reduced; I've made every merchant in 
the city absolutely Independent of the 
Southern Pacific Company, and there is 
not a merchant In the city today who 
believes one word contrary to what he 
knows to be true. No matter what the 
papers say, you can't make him be- 
lieve them, where the pocket >Is touch- 
ed. 
Vou can't make him believe I'm 


a. blackguard and a fakir. . You can't 
make the citizen who now rides to San 
Francisco for 5 cents believe it, and 
when the -day comes to cast the ballots 
he will vote as his interests have taught 
him. 


"There are reasons for these attacks 


upon me. During iny administration 
7 gave my whole time to city affairs. 
I watchocl c-verythlng -and never signed 
a street assessment warrant or war- 
rant for sidewalk improvement without 
going: personally and 
examining the 


work. 
If it WHS not done properly the 


contractors can tell you, the warrant 
was not signed until the people were 
ratisfied. Every word I have uttered 
in this connection is absolutely true, 
and I defy any one to gainsay it.

cused of. 


ATTACKS PARDEE. 


"During the time I was running my 


ferry in bhe latter part of '92 or early 
In 'S3, an ordinance was passed allow- 
ing gates to be put on the local cars. 
My opponents now lyingly represent 
that I signed that ordinance as Mayor 
of this city, in hopes of inducing' some 
working jnen who used to ride on the. 
trains for nothing to vote against me. 
I was not in office at the time the or- 
dinance was signed, but Instead was 
running my ferry. If that was signed 
by -any one, it was signed by my wor- 
thy predecessor, Mayor .Par-dee. 


"A few evenings ago Pardee took ex-' 


ception to myself and some of my ut- 
terances. -He said 
some very hard 


things and used language toward one 
who had occupied the same chair he 
had and the same one which his father 
before had filled honorably. 
He de- 


nounced me as a fakir. I ask the tax- 
payers if this is true. I ask 'the peo- 
ple who I'lde across the bay for 5 cents 
If this is true. The 
answer 
comes 


back, 'No, it is false!1 


"I ask this distinguished gentleman 


on what grounds he ha'd the right to 
make an assertion such as that. I ask 
him how much service he gave bhe city 
of Oakland for -the $6,000 he received 
out of its treasury. Is it not a well 
known fact that he takes the 8 o'clock 
train 'to San Francisco to attend to the 
duties in his eye factory? 
(Applause 


and laughter.) Is It not a well known 
fact that citizens mar.y and many a 
time ha:d to allow requisitions to go un- 
signed for days, until (which I know for 
a fact) 'they were obliged to go to San 
Francisco and sta-n'd in line with his 
eye patients to' obtain his slgniatuire 
so that the work of the city could be 
carried on. "When I stand alone, with- 
out a paper to take up my cause, tt de- 
volves upon me to stand for myself, 
and I feel perfectly competent to do so. 
Xo one has to fight Davie's battles 
for him. He can protect himself. 
'I would like to ask this distinguish- 


ed gentleman how many hours a day 
he gave to the city. I don't believe it 
would average one hour a day. Com- 
pare that gentleman's to my twelve 
ahd fifteen hours a day and theti say 
which one Is the fakir. 


'THE INDHISTBIAX- ARMY. '

"I ask that gentleman, when there 
.-ere 2.000 unfortunates starving in our 
city, with no clothing, who -were finally 
housed in the Tabernacle—I ask him 
where was he then, while Davis was 
on the streets begging food and cloth- 
Ing for them. He called in a general 
fire alarm an:d ordered the rnen to turn 
the hose on these unfortunates 
to 


drown them cut. He planted a gat- 
ling gun in front of the City Hall, and 
with the State militia called out, gave 
orders to mow them do'wn like rats. 
Was that the 
proper thing- for the 


Mayor to do? 
"He organized the pidkihandle brigade 


to break their skulls because they were 
not born in the lap of luxury like him- 
self. 
Unlike 
himself, I crossed 
the 


plains "with a knife, steel an'd chopper 
tied about my waist and many a time 
I kn«w what it wa-s to go -without 
bread, and so my heart prompted me 
to beg for food for. these unfortunates. 
"I ask this distinguished gentle- 


man if he recollects how 
he 
drove 


these men down to Sixteenth- street 
station and crowded them into cattle 
cars, sheep cars, box cars, in a man- 
ner that sheep men would be ashamed 
to handle dumb brutes. 


' THE RAILROAD STRIKE. 
"I ask this distinguished gentleman 


if he recollects the time the strike -was 
hore, when the city was in the throes 
of a revolution.' Where was he? He 
was living or. mushrooms and pate-de- 
foi-gras at a railroad 
hotel, 
Castle 
Crag. He cmld not find accomoda- 
tions to return to the ' cKy and th» 
citizens whom he had sworn to defend 
and there is no doubt in my -mind 
he went there and returned on a rail- 
road pass. A school teacher and a 
drummer returned trr Oakland 
from 


Castle Crags and found -it possible to 
do so in three or four days, while the 
Mayor of-the city could not get back. 
Why? I leave it to you to answer. I 
won't say what I 'think. 
"When he did return he went direct- 


ly to the mole and consulted with the 
railroad officials; then Issued' a mani- 
festo ordering every citizen off ' the 
streets after 4 o'clock, after 
every- 


thing was over, when he knew he was 
perfectly safe. That proclamation, if 
the railroad saw fit to 
enforca 
it, 


would have cost the city thousands of 
dollars. It would have 
shown that 
the city -was in a state of riot, and if 
cases growing out of it came 
into 
court it would not have been necessary 
to put one witness on the stand. 
"I will ask that 
gentleman, 
and 


leave it for you to answer, if John L. 
Davle was Mayor, would he have been 
at Castle Crag.when he was needed? 
I'd have walked home, -if necessary, 
In order to get to my duty. 
"This la the gentleman who calls me 
a fakir. Why? It is true I was born 
of the common people—plain working 
people. -My father and mother were 
not .born. In a castle, but lived, in a 
small -house, which would not have 
taken .more.than a minute to walk 
around. I did not trot ,ln his class, 
and ever since I was elected Mayor, 
they have considered me an interloper. 
I want to say here that during- my 
term every poor man, banker, or la- 
borer, hac'l • access to . Davie 
on 
the 
street or In his office, 
any day and 


every day. That is one of the duties 
of the Mayor. He is merely the head- 
of a big corporation. 
"Now, this gentleman has injected,, 


himself Into thla 
municipal 
contest 
and is once more with the tax eaters. 
He has not-been a very loyal Repub- 
lican. He has done a good deal of 
hard work in ' efforts to .Injure .the- 
party, the 'push' end-of., "which he is 
.now training "With. 
Of course.: he 


Is roasting-me.-'The tax eaters-are all 
roasting me. The only -time Par'dee- was 
.elected Mayor/ he wa-s • fris-htening the 


'Re-publican party. He 
wag elected 
Mayor tn 1894, -but grave -the city's af- 
fairs very, little attention, except when 
there was an opportunity for him to 
do the spread-eagle gallery act. 


PARDEE AT CASTLE CRAG. 


"I win now read from the Oakland 


Times of July 18, 1S94, to'substantiate 
what I have said: 


" 'Mayor Pardee has just arrived 


from Castle Crag, where he has been 
since June 15th. On his arrival 
he 
forthwith called .a, meeting of citizens. 
He had a gatling gun in front of him, 
which reminded the mighty -w-arrior of 
the -time when he -had a similar in- 
strument placed in front of the City 
Hall to scare a few industrials. The 
Mayor's gatllng gun was the only sign, 
of -hostility. West Oakland 
was 
as 


quiet and orderly as it could be. 
" 'After drawing his fingers- through 


his Very long hair a few times, ths 
returned gladiator realized 
-that 
he 


had arrived too late to be of any use. 
The strike -had died before he had 
returned to the scene of action. 
" 'Pardee, the great, had reached the 


field of blood after the -smoke or battls 
had cleared away. He had judiciously 
ti-med his arrival so that there oouia 
be no danger of his losing political 
prestige, by a false move. But there 
was still time to make one of those 
famous plays for the applause of the 
gallery, that have distinguished j;he 
present administration since it -went 
into office. 
" 'There was still a chance to howl 


after Rome h,ad burned, even though 
others had quenched the fire, and the 
gladiator of Castle Crag tavern, de- 
cided -to make a howl. 
• 
" 'When his meeting -was cailled to 


order. Pardee was not in sight, and a 
friend explained he would return when 
it was known how the crowd felt. 
There was but one sentiment among 
those assembled, and it was voiced by 
all. The Mayor had been at Castle 
Crag thirty-five days and during all 
that time the city was without the 
semblance of an executive head. 
" 'A prominent 
merchant 
in tho 


crowd said: "As citizens, we have all 
along been willing to -stand by the 
authorities, but of course we could not 
assume the initiative in the absence of 
the man who was paid to attend to 
such duties." The Mayor'3 statement 
that he could not get back before is 
false. There is a drummer at the Ho- 
tel Metropole who last 
-week 
came 


down in three days from Castle Crag-, 
and. Pardee could have -come as well. 
He did not want to co-me back, and 
this is the opinion of every merchant 
in town. If Pardee "was anything but 
a blatant ass, he would have been at 
his post two weeks ago. -Playing to 
the gallery deceives no one.' 
"This will give you an idea of what 
the people thought of the windy Par- 
dee on the day of his coming home. 
And the opinion did not Improve as 
time went on. I now read from .the 
Times of the next day, July 19, 1891: 


PILING IT ON". 
" 'Mayor Pardee has returned. That's 


w.hat. The side-walks have 
all 
la-id 


do"svn, 
the 
lamp-posts 
have 
all 


straightened up and the stars have 
quit winking at the moon. 
Every- 
body must stand around 
lively, for 


the Mayor is on his high horse, and 
there must -be action-and plenty of it. 
" 'When Baron Sheppy called for his 


boots, every caitiff in the castle shiv- 
ered in his shoes. When M-ayor Par- 
dee -calls for law and order, 
every 
varlet in Oakland is supposed to ring 
a bell, play an accordion, or take a 
rattle at the ding dong doo. 
" 'Wow! 
D 
" 'Pardee? 
" 'Doo Pardes? 
" 'Mayor Pardee? 
" 'He Is here. Just arrived 
from 


CaBtle Crag with blood In his eye and 
a ham sandwich in his pocket. He 
came with a whizzing, and a slzzlng, 
and a fizzing all the way from; Shasta, 
with a rush and a roar and swllly 
wink bum bum, and don't you forget 
It." 'Let everybody stand aside and see 
tho Wild West Show—Mayor Pardee 
In his famous act of the crowing kan- 
garoo. Blow the drum and beat the 
fife, grlm-\-isaged war has .wrinkled 
his front preparatory .to conquering 
a wordy peace with Mayor Pardee as 
the ring-master, the 
clown of 
the 


menagerie. . 
" 'Mayor Pardee remained away all 
the time there was any rea.l disturb- 
ance or danger. When all is over and 
quiet restored he rushes into town 
with a great clatter an-d begins to 
fume and foam and proclaim. 
" 'The Mayor always has his eye on 


the gallery and he never falls to do 
the soap-chewing act at the proper 
moment. 
" "When he spreads his whiskers, 
rolls his eyes and begins to froth, he 
is -a sight. to see. He can . give the 
ordinary dims museum freak 
cards 
and spades and win, hands down.' 


WHAT IRISH SAID. 


"That is -what people said In 1894 


of the fellow who Is now roasting me 
and calling me a fakir. 
Col. John 


P. Irish -wrote a very 
good 
-article 


on the same 
subject. 
It 
appeared 


In the Times of March 15, 1895, an'd 
was headed: 'Irish on Garbage.' 
It 
reads: 
" 'To the. Editor—I -see that the late 
Pardee gives off the gases of decom- 
position. It is not in my heart to 
blame the poor fellow for what he 
cannot help. Dead things 
soon 
be- 


come offensive, and In his case nature 
takes her course. The pound-keeper 
should proceed to do his duty. 
" 'JNO. P. IRISH.' 
"There Is another thing which is at- 
tributed to Col. John P. Irish, and it 
is as true as holy writ. He Is ac- 
credited with saying that three things 
swelled during Pardee's 
administra- 


tion—his head, the tax rate and the 
death rate. No truer words were'ever 
uttered. If you believe 
what I say 
and look into the statistics of my de- 
partment, that state of affairs can't 
be found during my administration.

explosion o£ a coal oil stove 
at her 


home on Dlmond

kins street, Frultvale, Saturday last, 
died at Fabiola Hospital early yester- 
day morning ot the injuries she had 
sustained. The poor woman was burn- 
ed almost all over the body from head 
to foot, the face being alone but slight- 
ly affected.

specially affected a vital organ. Tne 
Burface, however, burned over was too 
great to allow the patient to recover 
from the effects and death finally re- 
lieved her of her suffering.

ter Committee of the Council last Sat- 
urday night, an ordinance and a reso- 
lution establishing the water rates for 
the current fiscal year 
were 
intro- 


duced by Councilman Earl. 


Another ordinance on the same sub- 


ject was also introduced by Council- 
man Upton. 


There was no difference In the rates 


in the Earl ordinance and resolution, 
the difference being solely an the na- 
ture of the measure introduced. Both 
of the ordinances and resolution were 
referred to the Council without re- 
commendation. 


The Earl ordinance Is exactly the 


same as the old Manuel ordinance. 


Water ordinances 
are 
necessarily 


complicated things, 
more 
especially 


when changes In -their rates are made 
by following no general ru'.e and the 
rates are increased or decreased at an 
irregular rate per cent. 


In a general way, it may be stated 


that the ordinance and. resolution of- 
fered by Mr. Earl provide for about 
the same rates as did the Manuel or- 
dinance of 1SD5, after a reduction ot 
30 per cent had been made in the rates 
in the ordinance of 1894. 


The rates provided for in the Upton 


ordinance in grour.d area are the same 
as in the ordinance now in 
effect, 


while In some other respects there is 
a reduction and an increase In the 
rates. 
But, as a whole, the rates of the 
Earl ordinance are the lower, although 
In the ground area rates there Is a 
gradual increase in the rates in the 
Earl measure. 
The members of the Committee pres- 


ent were Chairman -Wa'tkinson 
and
